ROME, Aug. 26.--The battle be-

The official communication on the 
result of the battle shows that the 
demoralization of the Austrian troops 
is in part due to the extraordinary aer- 
jal and artillery work by the tlallans, 
which has destroyed not only the 
lines of communication, but has re- 
sulted in the burning of all the main 
food supply stations of the Austrians, 
who for the past week have been 
starving at many points between Tol-

statement was given out tonight: 

“It @ expected that the governor- 
general will give his assent on Tues- 
day to the Military Service act. It 
has been alleged that there has been 
unnecessary delay in bringing the 
measure into effect, but the officers 
of the justice department have been 
steadily at work making the many ne- 
cessary preparations for putting the 
measure into operation. Under sec- 
tion sx the minister of justice is re- 
quired to establish local tribunals at 
such places as he deems necessary, It 
ia estimated that u iocal board could 
not, within the time which may reas- 
onably be allowed to do it, deal with 
more applications tor’ exemption than 
would be anticipated to come from 
500 men from the class first called. | 
Allowing one board for each 600 un- 
married men between the ages of 20, 
and 30, it is estimated that there 
should be a board for every 7,500 of 
the population, or about 1,000 boards 
;all over the country, The work of se- 
lecting the places at which these nu- 
merous boards age to be established 
is difficult and necessarily requires a 
considerable time. However, with the 
aid of the census branch, the offi- 
cers of the justice department have 
this work sufficiently advanced to al- 
low the minister of justice to issue 
his proclamation establishing the tri 
bunals almost immediately after the 
act receives the royal assent. These 
activities induced Mr, Devlin, M.P., to 
question in the house the propriety of 
operating under the act before it re- 
ceived his excelleucy’s assent, 

“Procedure before the tribunals 
and other important matters are un- 
der the act to be provided for by 
regulations of the governor-in-council. 
| This, too, is well under way. The 
draft regulations, forms, etc., are 
| ready for the printer. They will then 
require further revision and censid- 
eration, as well as some additions, 
| ‘To assist the minister, a council, 
| known as the military servic. council, 
|is to be appointed to advies and as- 
| sist in the administration and enforce- 
}ment of the act. This council will 
consist of five gentlemen, whose 

names will probably be made known 
| ‘tomorrow.”

'ment because of the absence of Gen- 
eral Korniloff, the present commend- 
er in chief, but it is expected that he 
will attend the council. tomorrow. 

The proceedings began with a 
speech by Premier Kerensky, lasting 
an hour and a half, pronounced in 
a nervous, impressive voice, which 
aroused tremendous applause, mainly 
from that part of the theatre occupied 
by Democratic organizations ahd mem- 
bers of the cabinet, but the Duma 
members and the Moscow Industrial 
deputies also at times participated, 
Kerensky spoke resolutely emph ain- 
ing the role he had played in recent 
events and his determination to guide 
events in the future, 

Wild Applause. 

Premier Kerensky and the other 
applause when, early in his speech, 
speaking of the dangers from the ex- 
treme left, he declared: 

“All attempts with armed force 
against the feoples’ power will be 
crushed with blood and iron." 

Still more applause greeted him 
when, hinting at a counter-revolution- 
oy military conspiracy, he exclaim- 
ed: . 
“Let them be warned who. think 
the time has come when, relying on 
the bayonet, they can overthrow our 
revolution.” The audience rose and 
sreered this expression for five min- 
utes. 

Kerensky rebuked the Finlanders 
and others seceding nationalities, his 
words evoking enthusiasm, and there 

as a menacing note in his Voice when 
declared that their pretentions 
eanee the success of the revolu- 

The remier’s speech indicated that 
the government expects further at- 
tacks tomorrow by the military Duma 
and the Moscow deputies, which he 
denounced in advance, 

Consolidation, 

The premier declared that the de- 
structive period of the revolution had 
passed and that the time had come to 
consolidate the conquests of the revo- 
lution, 

“For this reagon,” he continued, 
“we ask you, citizens, whether you 
feei within your hearts the indispen- 
sable sacred fire for the attainment of 
this object, whether you represent 
here in Moscow the national strength 
which is necessary to insure the pros- 
|perity of the country. Or will you 
| give the world and us another picture 
| Of decadence? 

“A little time ago we indignantly re- 
plied to a proposal to conclude a sep- 
arate peace; a few days ago we wit- 
essed another attempt, equally base, 
directed against our allies. The latter 
| rejected it with equal indignation and 
|in the name of the great Russian peo- 
| ple I say to our allies that it was the 
only reply we expected of them.” 

Cheer for Allies, 

At this point the delegates arose 
;and cheered loudly the diplomatic 
representatives of the allied powers, 

The premier then paid a tribute to 
the Roumanians, saying that if they 
| were forced temporarily to abandon 
their country they would find hospi- 
‘tality in Russia,

| Russian state, M. Kerensky continued,

Warning to Finland.

eould not make a peace which would 
simply mean armed neutrality until 
the foe was again ready to plunge the 
knife into us, 

When we looked at Serbia, at Ar- 
menia, Poland, Belgium and France, 
when we considered what would be- 
come of our island home if the foe 
had the opportunity of dealing with 
the hated English, we could not come 
to terms, 

“We cannot sheath the sword until 
we have broken up militarism, until 
we have hauled down the flag em- 
blazoned, ‘Kultur and Frightfulness,’”’ 
said Father Vaughn, Although the 
holy father ‘had not achieved what he 
fervently wished he might take com- 
fort from the fact that his note of 
peace had set the whole world think- 
ing about peace, desiring peace and 
concentrating their minds on terms 
which might bring about peace. 


GERARD EXPOSES 
WRATH OF KAISER 


Wilhelm Said He Would Stand 
‘No More Nonsense 
from America.’ 


Minneapolis, Aug. 25—The Ameri- 
can government was warned by the 
German emperor early in the Euro- 
pean war that America would be held 
to an accountability “for her non- 
sense" at the close of hostilities, ac- 
cording to James W. Gerard, former 
ambassador, who addressed two pa- 
triotic mass meetings here last night. 

“The kaiser had, for a long time, 
refused to receive me, sending word 
that he would not see the ambassador 


of a country selling supplies to Ger- 
many's enemies,” said Mr. Gerard. 
“Finally, when I forced an audience, 
he said:— 

“Th stand na nonsense from Am- 
erica after the war. America had bet- 
ter look out.’” 

The thousands who packed the 
huge auditorium and still other thou- 
sands who spread out over the arm- 
ory parade grounds, cheered vocifer- 
ously when the former ambassador 
and Clarence Darrow, Chicago attor- 
ney, denounced the ‘‘flannel-mouthed 
traitors who are sc&ttering German 
propaganda, and pleaded for a unit- 
ed America in humanity's battle 
against Prussian militarism. 

The two meetings, held under the 
auspices of the newly-organized Lab- 
or's Loyal Legion, was Minnesota's 
answer to German activities in the 
State, and as one speaker said, ‘‘Min- 
nesota's warning to the People's Coun- 
cll of America,” which is to hold a 
peace nfeeting here next month, 

Mr. Gerard declared that Admiral 
von Tirpitz openly advocated war on 
America. He contended, the speaker 
said, that by ruthless submarine war- 
fare Germany would be able to take 
the English fleet and then come to 
America to collect money to pay all 
debts. 

“We must win this war, for if Ger- 
many wing she will be over here, If 
we fall to defeat that bloodthirstay 
autocracy, life and honor are of no 
value,” Mr. Gerard declared, 


PRISONERS DYING 
FROM STARVATION 


Escaped Canadian Brings Gloomy 


Picture of Life in 
German Camps 
Montreal, Aug. 25—A_ shocking 


story of brutalities of the Germans to- 
ward their enemy prisoners has been 
brought to Montreal by Lance Corp, 
M. E. E, Kittredge, 13th battalion, 
who, in his fourth attempt at escape; 
made his way into Holland after seven 
nights’ travel through Germany, with 
little food. Kittredge makes urgent 
appeal for supplies to be sent the men 
in captivity, declaring that without 
packages from home they cannot sur- 
vive. 

“Our men are dying from starva- 
tion at the rate of five to eight every 
| day, and without parcels they ~can- 
not be saved,’ Kittredge is quoted as 
stating in @n interview. The Russian 
prisoners, he says, confirming previ- 
ous reports, fare the worst. 

Corp, Kittredge escaped last spring 
after spending 19 months as a pris- 
oner, He was captured at the second 
battle of Ypres, April 24, 1915, 

“Send your parcels to the boya in 
Germany or they will die; the parcels 
will get through all right. This is the 
most important and strongest message 
I qan give you,” Kittredge said,

THOUSANDS IN GERMAN CITIES 


| Depression in Fatherland Over War Intensified by Epi- 


demic of Maladies Attributable to 
Insufficient and Poor Food 


London, Aug. 25—Reports tn Berlin newspapers received here show 
Letter than had been understood that depression in Germany in regard 
tu the war and its outcome has been intensified by a fearful epidemic of 
typhoid fever, dysentery and other complaints attributable to insufficient 
and bad food, which is breaking out in all parts of the empire. It is no 
longer possible to conceal this, despite the utmost effort of the govern- 
ment, 

Basle and Zurich, in Switzerland, report that full confirmation has 
been received of a serious outbreak of typhoid and dysentery at numerous 
German cities, particularly Cologne, Karlsruhe, Mannheim and Mul- 
house, where these diseases have become epidemic, children and under- 
fed adults being the first and most numerous victims. In Mulhouse the 
epidemic threatened to develop a panic, Deaths were so numerous that 
wagons were used to make the rounds nightly and gather the dead under 
cover of darkness to prevent the people learning how grave the situation 
was. These developments are influencing German opinion more than 
military factors, even in the Westphalian industrial centre where war 
work is centered, and the greatest effort has been made to provide food 
and other necessaries, Conditions there are so bad that labor is in con- 
stant turmoil and the people are greatly disappointed because for a long 
time they have been held up by promises that England surely would be 
starved and compelled to make peace by August.

THE PROFITEERS SEE THEIR 
FINISH 
From Financial Post: 

It is now clear that the munition 
Industry in Canada is reaching an end 
and business must readjust itself to 
the conditions which will arise. The 
munition manufacturers have felt evi- | 
dences of the gradual closure‘in shell | 
orders and have been reducing their | 
staffs. One of the largest plants has | 
already dispensed with 1,200 hands. | 
It is now definite that, in many lines 
at least, there are to be no new orders 
and the probabilities are that the 
number of workers released from 
munition plants during the fall will be 
very large, 


Some manufacturers have recently 
received new orders, and are in a| 
position to keep busy indefinitely, but 
they are engaged in the manufacture 
{of the larger shells. An explanation 
| received from one quarter is that the 
manufacture of the larger shells only 
is to be continued, 

The ostensible reason is that there 
are large supplies ahead which have 
not yet been shipped overseas. It is| 
learned in one quarter that the pres- | 
ent available supply cannot be cleared 
out in less than six months with the 
present shipping facilities.

It is learned from a thoroughly re- |

U.S. ALLOWANCE TO SOLDIERS’ 
DEPENDENTS 
From Financial Post; 

A private getting $33 a month and 
having a wife and two children must 
assign $15 of his pay. The Govern- 
ment supplements this by giving the 
family an allowance of $32.50. The 
Government will allow $6 per month 
for each additional child. If a man 
has other dependents than wife or 
children, he can assign $6 more of his 
pay and secure an allotment of $10 
from the Government. The maximum 
allowance by the government is $50. 

Men who do not assign one-half 
thelr pay may be compelled by the 
War Department or Navy Department 
to deposit so much of the half-pay as 
is not assigned, these deposits to bear 
interest at 4 per cent. per annum com- 
pounded semi-annually. 

An insurance plan is provided 
whereby. any man in th Wee may 
purchase from $1,000 tot :000 worth 
of insurance, The premium rate will 
be between $7 and %S per $1,000 of 
insurance, and this low rate will en- 
able practically every private to take 
the maximum amount of insurance. 


U.S, PENSIONS FOR DISABLED

1818, Napoleon launched his master | 
stroke.
